go and a new'

place. The resolutions of these dif­ 
ferent cities show' the varying shades 
of view, but all in the sam e'general 
direction of a tariff. 
Birmingham ’s 
resolution 
asked 
that the government inquire into the 
desirability of

have suffered from foreign competi­ 
tion, m ainly from Germany. As origi­ 
nally drawn, the Birmingham resolu­ 
tion had boldly used the word “ pro­ 
tection,” and the program headed the 
Birmingham resolution with the title 
“ Protection and Development of In­ 
dustries.” But 
conservatism prevail­ 
ed in the 
use 
of words—protection 
being a new and strange word in a 
country of free trade traditions— and 
the “ fostering 
and safeguarding” of 
British industries was a phrase final­ 
ly hit upon as less jarring to the old 
ideas.

Steaming for the Deleware break­ 
water, the Philadelphia was met off 
Cape Henlopen, Del., 
by 
a 
coast­ 
guard power boat, which had put out 
from Lewes in answer to the Matop- 
po’s 
signals. 
Capt. 
John S. Lynch, 
coast 
guard 
keeper at this station, 
who was in command of the power 
boat, made short work of disarming 
Schiller, who was placed in irons and 
brought, ashore. 
Later he w’as locked up in the jail 
here and the United States district 
attorney at Wilmington and the Brit­ 
ish consul general 
at 
Philadelphia 
were notified. Both are expected here 
today. 
First reports yesterday were to the 
effect that the Matoppo 
carried 
a 
cargo 
of 
munitions for the entente 
allies, and that Schuler was in the 
employ of the German government. 
These, however, are 
discredited 
by 
Captain Bergner, as well as govern­ 
ment officials here. 
Bergner denies 
emphatically that his 
ship 
has 
on 
board any munitions, stating that his 
cargo is a general one. His statement 
is borne out by the New York agents 
of the vessel. 
He says he believes 
Schiller’s sole object was to obtain a 
large amount 
of 
money 
w hich 
he 
thought was in the ship’s safe. 
Gov­ 
ernment officials express the opinion 
that the m an’s mind is unbalanced. 
Since being placed in jail, the pris­ 
oner, who speaks excellent English, 
has refused to discuss his alleged ex­ 
ploits. 
He said, how’ever, that he had 
been living for eight months at Ho­ 
boken and for a number of years had 
lived in England. 
He said he had 
been stowed aw'ay in the Matoppo for 
five days before she sailed. 
A partial investigation failed to re­ 
veal any of the bombs Schiller claimed 
to have concealed about the boat, and 
Captain Bergner now' believes these 
statements were made merely to in­ 
timidate himself and his crew*.

DEAD IN A STORM 


F IF T Y T H O U S A N D SOLDIERS LOST 
T H E IR L IVE S IN T H E SERB­ 
IAN R E TR E A T. 


HENRY HALLER. FORMERLY U. S. SOLDIER 


He 
Makes This Declaration, Saying 
Several Fill Every Few Yards 
Along Path, During the 
Four Days’ March. 


Romp, Italy, M arch 31.—H enry H al­ 
ler, form erly of 
tho 
Fifth 
United 
States Cavalry, who was one of tile 
few Americans in the Serbian retreat, 
declares that during the journey to I 
Podgorilza in M ontenegro in a four I 
days* snow storm m ore 
than 
fifty 
thousand men tried. 
‘‘They died so fast,” lie said, “that 
they fell every few yards all along 
the road. The wagons and carts went 
right 
over 
their 
bodies. 
Nobody 
thought of trying to turn out of the 
way, but there were so m any they 
could not but drive over them. 
The 
roads were full of mudholes. 
At one 
place I saw no less than seventeen 
horses dying in one immense puddle, 
unable to pull them selves out. 
“I saw hundreds and thousands of 
ragged men, with their feet swollen 
too much to w ear ^hoes or to walk 
on them, crawling along for miles on 
their hands and knees through the 
blinding snow, finally stopping and 
dying soon afterw ards. 
They n e v e rj 
made any appeals for help. 
It would 
not have been any use. Besides, thevj 
were too far gone to know w hat they!

women’s carts and smilingly tender 
their last mouthful of food to some of 
the women. 


“I he treatm ent of the women on 


this dreadful retreat was to me the 
most wonderful, the most moving, the 
most heroic part of the whole retreat.

ran,” he said. 
“He ran on and on 
down th at road, seeing nothing, yet 
wonderfully avoiding stum bling over 
the bodies of other dead and dying 
soldiers and the meat-stripped car­

blocked the way. 
Suffering intensely 
as I myself was, I tinned and watched 
this strange figur^.

merely a mechanical operation 
Of 
course the great m ortality all along 
our route was due to the barren nature 
of the country we w ere traversing, 
w ith no shelter for but a com parative-1 
Iv few' of us. 
There w ere even no 
forests w here we might have felled 
trees and built tem porary quarters. 
Our fires for the most 
part 
were 
small, w ith barely enough wood to 
heat w ater.” 
Haller, who was on 
visit to Buda­ 
pest when the w ar began, enlisted in 
the Austrian arm y and was serving as 
a bugler when, six m onths later, he 
was taken prisoner by the Serbs and 
then finally was marched with 75,000 
other A ustrian soldiers 
across 
the 
m ountains into Albania 
and 
“there 
turned loose on the shores of the 
Adriatic to fight for 
life 
against 
cholera, fever and starvation.”. 
“We were supposed to have started 
on that retreat,” said Haller, “with 
a Serb army of over 
two 
hundred 
thousand men and abou:. seventy-five 
thousand 
A ustrian 
prisoners. 
Not 
m any more than a hundred and fifty 
thousand of the whole lot got over 
the mountains. 
It was not because 
the Austrians or the Bulgarians pur­ 
sued us, however, with much activity. 
We died m erely because of disease, 
hunger and exhaustion. 
“Tile worst part of the journey be­ 
gan at the Albanian frontier. 
The 
Albanians have in tim es past been 
badly treated by the Serbs, and they 
took this chance to square old scores. 
They shot, killed, robbed and m urder­ 
ed us at every step of the way. For 
instance, at Linn, some Serb officers 
and a company of stragglers on horse­ 
back were m et in the middle of the 
road bv' a few peasants and oi tiered 
to give up their horses 
and 
their 
money. 
It was plain highway 
ioh- 
bery and I hey refused. 
The peasants 
ran away and within a 
couple 
of 
m inutes more than a thousand shots 
w ere fired out of the bushy hillside, 
killing most of the Serbs. 
“The food problem was terrific even 
in Albania. 
A half pound of bread 
was sold at ten dinars, about two dol­ 
lars. As I had a little money at Sturza, 
I bought five pounds of oka beans. 
Had I not been able to get these beans 
I would today be a dead man. 
I had 
just said to m yself: 
‘I can’t go any 
further,* when I persuaded a peasant 
woman to sell me the beans. 
I ate 
beans twice a day, m aking a sort of 
soup out of them, putting in a little 
silt. 
At th at I was far luckier than 
the fellows who had to boil harness 
leather for five or six hours in order 
to m ake the hot w ater 
taste 
like 
soup. 
I saw men act like savages, 
eating pieces of brown paper. 
“There were perhaps not more than 
two thousand women am ong the le- 
treating horde with us and it is a fact 
worth recording that they were kind­ 
ly treated and given w hatever com­ 
forts that w ere available by soldiers, 
who w ere otherw ise dead to everv 
feeling. 
I have seen such men, gaunt, 
staggering along, half-naked, with 
few pieces of cloth for shoe'*, unable 
to speak, with barely strength left 
to stop near a dying hoise and cut a l 


orv so long as I Jive,” said Haller. 
“This was the hanging of 
a 
Serb 
m other by the Austrian troops before 
I was a prisoner. 
We were m arching 
across a rough country near Loeh- 
nizter when we stopped near a way­ 
side hut at its spring to get a drink. 
Colonel Ileill of our regim ent also 
w ent to get a drink. As he arose from 
the spring a shot came from the hut. 
That shot was fired by a woman. She 
stood at the door, an old shotgun in 
one hand, a baby in the other. 
“One of the captains ordered her 
hung. 
There was nothing else to do 
but execute her. 
As a rope was plac­ 
ed about her neck and she was led 
to the nearest tree, all she said was 
this, in a hard, cold voice: 
‘My hus­

London, March 31.—The practice of 
melting British gold sovereigns to mix 
itll other metals and make jewelry 
to st ii to suddenly' enriched munition 
^corkers and their wives is said to 
ha\;e become so alarming that an ef­ 
fort may be made during the present 
j session of parliament to pass a law* to 
prohibit it. 
There are not many sov­ 
ereigns in circulation 
in 
England, 
they having been recalled shortly after 
the outbreak of the war, but they can 
be obtained easily in exchange for pa­ 
per notes at the Bank of England. 
’Die gold reserve in the Bank of 
England at the present time is esti- 
mat d at about $255,000,000. Tere are 
other cold reserves, of course, in the 
hands of other joint stock banks. One 
of the aims of the government is to 
prevent sovereigns going out of the 
country to keep up the reserve gold 
supply* and to prevent the gold from 
reaching the enemy.

in '•eased wages they have been hav­ 
ing gold coins melted for jewelry. The 
practice is said to have become es­ 
pecially noticeable 
in 
Birmingham,

no law against the practice of melt­ 
ing government moneys. 
Hume Williams, a member of parlia­ 
ment from Nottingham, 
who 
thinks 
the government ought to make it a 
punishable crime to melt sovereigns 
down to make jewelry, said: 
“As the law now’ stands, a man can 
take a five-pound note to the Bank of 
England and demand sovereigns for 
it. 
He can then take the gold coins 
to his factory, melt them down, mix 
the gold with certain other metals, 
and 
make 
the jewelry. 
The mere 
squandering of the munition workers’ 
money in this way, in a time of na­ 
tional stress w'hen 
the 
surplus 
is 
a 
support for the worker and his family 
in possibly days of need to come, is 
a b id thing. 
“There is another serious side to 
It. 
The state spends money in con­ 
verting bar gold into sovereigns and 
anybody can go along and get the 
sovereigns and melt them again. Also, 
if a man wants to take golden sover­ 
eigns to Germany he can not do so, 
as there is an embargo against tak­ 
ing sovereigns out of this country. 
Th re 
is 
no 
regulation, however, 
ag. inst Viis taking gold in other forms. 
“Therefore, if a man wants to sup­ 
ply Germany with British gold he can 
take notes to the Bank of England, 
get sovereigns for them, melt them 
down and take the gold, say, to Hol­ 
land, and then get it into Germany. 
As our gold reserve, in comparison 
wii.i that of Germany, is small, it be­ 
comes a serious m atter to allow’ this 
golden drain.”

London, March 
31.—The decision 
of the government to recognize the 
militia organization 
known 
as the 
“volunteer training corps” as part of 
the military forces 
of 
the country 
solves a difficulty 
that 
for 
many 
months threatens to wreck the whole 
volunteer defense movement. 
Th trouble 
arose 
in 
connection 
with Ireland and shows how the old 
home rule quarrel 
persists 
even in 
tile face of war. The Irish national­ 
ists—horn rulers—saw that a bill giv­ 
ing official recognition to the volun­ 
teer 
forces 
would 
strengthen 
the 
power of the 
nationalist 
volunteer 
force, which is 
a 
considerable body 
of men, all united with the intention 
of backing tile demand for home rule 
with force if necessity should arise. 
To prevent 
this 
strengthening of 
the home rule 
element 
the govern­ 
ment prepared a bill at the last ses­ 
sion which was carefully worded so 
as not to apply to Ireland at all, but 
the nationalists saw through the ruse 
promptly and threatened to put up a 
big fight. The government 
then in­ 
cluded Ireland and 
proposed 
to in­ 
clude both the nationalists 
.and the 
Ulster anti-home rule militia. But the 
Ulsterites rose in force against this 
compromise, pointing out 
that prac­ 
tically all the young men of the Uls­ 
ter volunteers had forsaken it for the 
front, whereas there were still large 
numbers of men of military age in 
Hie nationalist militia. 
So, while Ireland was quarreling, 
the bill was allowed to die, and ac­ 
cordingly no 
recognition 
could 
be 
given to the home defense organiza­ 
tions through act of parliament. 
The ministry has now got around 
this by merely recognizing the vol­ 
unteers under an old military act of 
ISCH, whereby 
Ireland 
is excluded, 
inasmuch as the act in question nev­ 
er applied to Ireland. 
The volunteer training corps thus 
enrolled as a part 
of 
the nation’s 
fighting forces are believed to aggre­ 
gate nearly 400,000 men. The corps 
was organized specifically for home 
defense, and 
includes 
mostly 
men 
past military age 
or 
otherwise ex­ 
empt from military duty. The organi­ 
zation led a thankless and unhonored 
existence during its first year. 
The 
papers poked a good deal of fun at it 
and the war office ignored it. 
But 
despite rebuffs, the movement spread 
with remarkable rapidity. It adopted 
a gray-green uniform, with red bras­ 
sard with the initials “G. R.” stand­ 
ing presumaby for George Rex, 
and 
drilled faithfully in the highways and 
byways. Punsters explained the “G. 
R.” as standing for George’s Wrecks, 
Going Rotten 
or 
Government’s Re­ 
jects, but no amount of ridicule had 
availed to hinder the growth of the 
movement. 
At one time it was suggested that 
the vounteers should go to Flanders 
to dig trenches, but the scheme fell 
through. 
When the Derby canvass 
began they proved of the greatest as­ 
sistance. They helped in the canvass 
and as soon as the canvass was com­ 
pleted they threw open their ranks 
to the Derby recruits, offering them 
free preliminary 
training, 
so that 
when they were called up they would 
not have to begin absolutely at the 
beginning.

Many a woman 
has only one sauce 
pan 
and 
must 
cook one food, empty and clean the 
pan and then put another food on to 
cook. 
And perhaps 
this 
one 
pan 
when not in use is kept in the most 
distant corner of the closet. 
If a woman does not plan carefully 
the buying of her kitchen equipment, 
she will find herself getting things 
which, though useful, 
are 
not 
the 
most useful or are not the best adapt­ 
ed to her particular needs. She must 
often steel herself against the lure of 
bargain counters, 
not 
because 
the 
wares they offer are 
not 
good 
or 
cheap, but because in spite of being 
good or cheap they may not be what 
she really needs most, 
“lf ten cents 
is spent, it should be spent wisely/* 
says Miss Carrie Paneoast, of the ex­ 
tension department of the University 
of Missouri. 
Iii the preparation of a meal, the 
housewife goes logically, first, to the 
refrigerator; second, to the cabinet or 
work table; third, to the stove, and 
then to the dining room. 
Therefore, 
such an arrangement 
of 
equipment 
should 
be 
made 
so 
that 
steps 
do 
not 
recross 
each 
other. 
Tables, stools and all 
working 
sur­ 
faces should he high enough (average 
thirty-two inches) to eliminate stoop­ 
ing and consequent tired backs. 
Cooking utensils should be places 
on shelves above the wrork table or 
hung in places where the fewest steps 
possible may reach them. 
The 
old-fashioned, 
all-purpose, 
roomy kitchen, with its walls cut up 
with poorly placed doors and windows, 
should give way to the smaller, com­ 
pact, 
well 
arranged 
and 
properly 
equipped kitchen used only for the 
preparation and cooking of food.
